tody, control, or possession shall evacuate the said building 

Arrangement has been made to provide the affected per¬ 
sons with such tempoiury alternative accommodation, free 
of cost, as consideied suitable byi the Central Government 
or to pay an amount which in its opinion is sufficient, to 
procure a tcmpoiavy alternative accommodation. 

Such evacuation shall be done by eVeiy affected person 
within thirty days from the date of receipt of intimation *cnt 
to him by the Executive Engineer CS-4, Metro Railway, 
who is the authorised representative of the CJeneuil Manager,
